AUhough the average Aus- 
trallan hotel could not boast os 
much, the plan is not the pro- 
duet of unworldly idealists, 

The Profesor of Architecture 
al Melbourne University, Pro- 
fessor Brian Lewis, who drew 
up the plans, suid that they 
were uhe brain-child of Colonel 
John S8canion, who recently re- 
tired from the post of Governor 
of Tasmanian prisons, after 
many years of deallngy with 
prisoners of all types, from 
hard-vitten — criminaly to be 
wiidered frst offenders. 


HANDSOME 

The Tasmanian government, 
which began working on a 
project for a new Vee at the 
State's capital six years 
ugo, called in Professor Lewls, 

He has designed o handsome 
building which even from the 
outside will look more like & 
large modem f than oa 
grim prison. Only two guard 
tuwers can be scen and the high 
walls, which comprise the rear 
of the cells, are) lned with 
uiass windows looking more 
like a factory. 

The cells all overlook the 
central courtyard ond gardens, 
They all possess view and 
receive the maximum amount 
of sunlight possible, rather liks 
the wards of modefn hospitals, 
They are centrally-heated, 

There are iron bars in the 
windows but they are not ap- 
parent because they are worked 
in panel patterns in the glass. 

All bulldings are listed for 
bright colours, to match the 
modem, light dyle of architec- 
ture and what its planners hope 
wll be the atmosphere of the 
new gaol 

NEW METHOD 

Professor Lewis) drawings 
show, in addition to the cells, 
» hall ond tecture room, dining 
rooms, kitchen, factory, ad- 
ministration ond warders* 
quarters, 

The new Hobart prison will 
also introduce a new method 
of (ecding the prisoners, fc~ 
cording Professor Lewis.
